Western Electric 317 

Shortly after Alexander Graham 
Bell's 1876 invention of the tele- 
phone, wall mounts became the 
norm. They offered two options 
for placing a call: speaking with 
the operator or using the crank 
handle to ring the party line — a 
single line shared by all the 
homes in a town. You would dial 
a series of short and long 
cranks, which, in turn, resulted 
in a Morse code-like series of 
short and long rings. All phones 
rang at the same time, but every- 
one was assigned a unique 
ring. If it wasn't your ring, you 
just didn't pick up the receiver 
(though some busybodies 
may have pleaded confusion). 
This 1919 specimen by phone 
manufacturer Western Electric 
was one of the most common 
wall mounts. Today, it rings in 
at $200. 


Slender and elegant, 
this scaled-down style 
debuted in 1890. 

1. Brass Western Electric 

With candlesticks, manufac- 
turers look a small step 
toward portability by sepa- 
rating the ringer and wiring 
from the handset. Brass 
was the material of choice 
until it was needed for 
bullets during WWI. This 
1909 beauty fetches $375, 

2. Candlestick Pay Phone 

This 1908 setup goes for $750 
and is an early example 
of the now antiquated pay 
phone, A series of dings (one 
for a nickel, two for a dime, 
and a long one for a quarter) 
notified an operator when 
payment was deposited. 

3. Kellogg Model 44 

Worth S600, this 1925 phone 
has the then -innovative 
rotary dial for placing calls 
without an operator. 
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Western Electric's models 
were the American standard 
for nearly SO years. 


1. Western Electric 102 

The Bell company once held 
a monopoly on the country's 
phone lines and required 
customers to rent phones 
made by Western Electric. 
The 102, which debuted in 
1928, set the standard for all 
single handset styles to come 
and today commands $350. 

2. Western Electric 202 

With superior reception to 
its predecessor, the 202 was 
produced from 1930 to 1937 
and gets an estimate of $303. 

3. Western Electric 302 

Created by noted designer 
Henry Drey fuss in 1937, 
the 302 remained in produc- 
tion until 1952. At the time, 
the phone company charged 
a premium for any models 
other than basic black; few 
families splurged for this 
cherry red number, which will 
now set you back $400. 

4. Western Electric 500 

The 1 950s introduction of the 
500 made new colors, 1 ike th is 
baby blue and more than a 
dozen other shades, available 
for a small one-time charge. 

Today, the 500 costs $150. 


These sleek designs were styl- 
ish (and pricey!) alternatives to 
Western Electrics status quo, 

1. Automatic Electric AE50 

Molded out of Bakelite, an 
early chip-prone plastic, this 
1940s wall mount (the rotary 
dial is the top of the phone) 
was nicknamed "the jukebox" 
for its arched shape. In hard- 
to-find perfect condition, it 
fetches a cool $1,000. 

2. Automatic Electric AE2 

Also made of Bakelite, this 
blocky 1920s desktop phone, 
worth $330, features brass 
detailing on the handset and 
rotary dial. 
















In 1963, manufacturers 
dialed back on rotary mod- 
els and pushed these 
streamlined introductions. 

1, Princess Phone 

Marketed as an inexpen- 
sive second extension, 
the Princess Phone became 
particularly popular with 
teenagers. In pink, it letches 
close to $200. Less desirable 
colors go for closer to $150, 

2 , Genie Phone 

The groovy curves on 
American Telecommunica- 
tions Corporation s Genie 
phone proved so popular it 
remained in production 
through the 1980s. More 
readily available than 
other types, you can own 
one for a mere $80. 




Today, there's a new collec- 
tors' market for retro phones 
painted vibrant (but not 
original) shades. 

1. Stromberg Carlson 1234 

Refinished with a high-gloss 
paint job, this 1340s die- 
cast metal model costs $300. 

2. Western Electric 302 

Prices for this aqua stunner, 
the most popular second- 
market shade, start at $330. 

3. Kellogg Masterphone 

This 1940s Bakelite phone 
with a modern yellow update 

will set you back $270.

SABRE 620 CAMERA 

This plastic camera was produced 

in the USA from 1956 to 1972 by Shaw- 

Harrison Corporation. Named the 
Sabre 620 for its use of 620 millimeter 
film, it was bright, cute, and incred- 
ibly easy to use. "Box models like this 
one and Kodak's Brownie Hawkeye 
introduced millions of amateurs to 
photography," explains Mike Wolfe. 
Today this simple camera is more than 
just a collectible to display on a shelf: 
it's a popular choice for photography 
buffs who favor the vintage-quality 2 , A" 
x 2 Vi" pictures it produces. Yes, believe 
it or not. 620 film remains in limited pro- 
duction and a few processing houses 
are still up and running.

WHAT IT IS: 

CRAZY QUILT 

After the Philadelphia Expo of 1876, 
American women became fascinated 
with asymmetrical Japanese art, 
explains Marsha Dixey of Heritage 
Auctions, They began duplicating 
the look in quilts, using unexpected 
fabrics such as brocade, velvet, and 
silk and incorporating embroidery 
techniques. The short-lived style (it fiz- 
zled by 1910} earned the name "Crazy 
Quilts.” "This example has some strik- 
ing details from the quilter, like the 
bird, flowers, and the Good Luck motto," 
notes Marsha. "It appears the back 
has been replaced with a more modern 
fabric and the edges resewn. Because 
this was done well, it minimally affects 

the value."

SULKY WEATHER VANE 

This item was not produced by Currier 
& Ives, but, in fact, no weather vanes 
ever were. The company instead cre- 
ated colorful lithographs that were 
copied by weather vane makers. This 
particular one depicts a horse pulling 
a sulky (a lightweight cart used for 
racing), which was a motif favored both 
by Currier & Ives and, in turn, weather 
vane producers. Unfortunately, Helaine 
Fendelman notes, this specimen is a 
recent reproduction. "Look closely and 
you'll notice the patina shows no 
remnants of gilding or verdigris and no 
sign of aging,' * 1 she says. Were this a 
19th-century original, the piece would 
be valued at a whopping $15,000. 

Likely made in the 1980s, the attractive 
weather vane instead gamers a 
respectable, but much lower, price.

WHITE OAK BASKET 


This handsome basket is indeed wor- 


thy of display (though the blanket 
storage seems to have kept it in nearly 
pristine condition, so you might want 
to consider stayingthe course). "Woven 
from white oak, a common basket 


weaving material in the southern 
Appalachians, it was likely made in 
the late 19th century but could very 
well have been created as early as 
1840," says Marsha Bemko of Antiques 
Roadshow, who consulted with show 


appraiser Stephen Fletcher. Like many 
other utilitarian Americana objects, 
sturdy examples such as this one are 
currently in high demand as home 
decor accessories.

PRIMITIVE CHECKERBOARD 

Early game boards were often made 
of repurposed wood, which appears to 
be the case with yours. "You can see 
nail holes and even a few clench nails 
still embedded in the wood," says 
Marsha Bemko, who consulted with 
Antiques Roadshow appraiser James 
Supp on the value of this piece. "It 
appears to be made from the side 
of an early 20th-century packing crate." 
This telling detail helps date the 
board to that era, when checkers was 
a particularly popular game thanks to 
its easy-to-make boards and tokens.

OWL WREATH 

FOR THE WREATH BASE; Wrap burlap ribbon ($8; joann com) around 
a 16" Styrofoam form. FOR THE EYES: Use utility scissors to cut a 5" 
circle from a sisal doormat ($5; ikea.com ). Trim a 2" strip from the edge 
of a raffia table skirt ($7; partycity.com ) and hot-glue along the outer 
edge. Next, hot-glue the outer ring of a 4V2''-inch Mason jar lid inside the 
raffia, securing it to the sisal circle. Hot-glue a metal bottle cap at the 
center of the ring and encircle with dried pumpkin seeds. Hot -glue a red 
wood bead inside bottle cap. Repeat for second eye. FOR THE WINGS: 
Cut two 8"H x 5”W teardrop-shaped pieces from the doormat. FOR THE 
BEAK: Cut a 3" triangle from the mat; cover with dried pumpkin seeds. 
TO ASSEMBLE: Attach the beak, then the eyes and wings, with hot-glue.

While store-bought dog foods 
provide a well-balanced 
diet, home-cooked options 
can be just as nutritious. Dogs require 
a protein-heavy menu, so consider 
combinations such as boiled chicken 
and white rice, ground turkey and 
potatoes, or ground beef and pasta. 

(If these sound a bit bland, that's 
intentional. Spices are hard on a dog's 
sensitive digestive system.) Should 
you attempt an exclusively home- 
cooked diet, you'll want to add a 
vitamin supplement, (Dietary needs 
vary by breed, so ask your vet for 
recommendations.) And remember: 
Puppies need to be fed more fre- 
quently than adult dogs, so consult 
with your vet about an appropriate 
feeding schedule and your pup 
should pack on the pounds just fine.

They can be large (some weigh as much as 12 pounds), so they require 
generously sized living quarters, A 36"W x 3Q ,r H wire cage is i 
(Provide regular exercise with daily hopping sessions out of the cage,) When 
choosing a type and/or number of rabbits, consider how much yarn you'd like: 
English and French Angoras produce about 10 to 16 ounces of wool annually 
(enough for a pair of mittens), while Giants and Germans produce twice that 


amount. Collect the wool when your rabbit naturally sheds (typically three 
to four times per year). And, by all means, send your Country Vet a scarf!

With a healthy dose of preppy plaids, cheerful checks, and gallons 
of white paint, designer and blogger Brian Patrick Flynn reveals how he 

revived this dated Georgia log cabin without breaking the bank.

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BEFORE 




The wimpy little rectangular table had 
absolutely no presence, making the 
dining area feel practically nonexistent. 


AFTER 

+ A 60-inch round marble tabletop on a 
welded steel pedestal base comfortably 
seats up to eight without taking up any 
more space than the original furniture. 

+ Streamlined armless chairs made 
of leather and iron introduce earthy 
materials in an elegant fashion. 

+ A durable, indoor-outdoor sisal rug 
gives the dining area its own identity 
within the open living/dining/kitchen 
space. Bonus: The rug's neutral colors 
and natural texture camouflage (all- 
too-frequent) mishaps. 
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A few years ago, I found myself at a 
crossroads: Having spent a decade 
traveling for work between Atlanta 
and Los Angeles, 1 realized that unless 
I wanted to totally miss out on being 
youngish, I'd have to slow down. So 
I headed for the hills. And by hills, I 
mean the North Georgia mountains. 
Just like Goldilocks, I found myself 
wandering through bear country 
looking at options too small or too big, 
until I found the "just -right" house: 
a 1,700 -square -foot log cabin with 
spectacular mountain views. Despite all of its, ahem, 
potential, it needed more than just a bowl of porridge 
to feel like home for this city slicker. From exterior 
updates to a complete interior overhaul, here's how 
I tore apart this mountain retreat, then put it back 
together again, modern country style. 




LIVING ROOM 


before 

Covered in 100% yellow heart pine, 

it had approximately 0% personality, 

AFTER 

+ Painting the walls, ceiling, and floors 
white really lightened things up, and 
new 8-foot-tall windows and French 
doors (minus view-blocking wooden 
blinds) bring in much more sunshine. 

+ The all-white backdrop cleared the 
way for a crisp and cozy color scheme 
of grey, black, and green. Gingham 
curtains and plaid pillows play up the 
preppy country feel, 

+ A large rope-and-iron chandelier 
adds a touch of mountain style. 



KITCHEN 


BEFORE 

More of a ‘‘corner’' with appliances, it 

had little storage and no comfy seating, 

AFTER 

+ The butcher-block countertops, black 
cabinetry, large industrial pendant 
lights, and a porcelain apron sink— all 
from Ikea!— kept costs down without 
sacrificing style. 

+ Cheap subway tile looks anything but 
when laid in a herringbone pattern 
instead of a traditional horizontal setting. 

+ The new breakfast bar shrank the 
room's size but boosted its storage, 

+ Black appliances (less expensive 
than stainless ones) match the cabinets 
for a seamless effect. 
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BEFORE 

The pine handrail disappeared into 
the walls— a lost opportunity to show- 
case an architectural detail, 

AFTER 

+ The original banister and railing were 
swapped out for black powder-coated 
tubular steel rails from Grey Furniture, 
The rails extend all the way to the 
ceiling to help highlight the open living 
and dining area's soaring height, 

+ Furnishing that spot with a desk 
instead of a console table turned what 
was simply a display area into a 
functional one— a huge bonus in 
a 1,700-square-foot house. 
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BEFORE 

That (unnecessary) beam smack in 

the middle of the space made furnishing 
it tricky and blocked traffic and sight 
lines, And that fireplace? It just looked 
sad. old, and dirty. 

AFTER 

+ Removing the beam was the first 
step toward converting the fireplace 
into a true focal point. To give it more 
heft, the whole thing was covered in 
inexpensive porcelain tile and the 


firebox was spray-painted black. The 
brass chandelier finishes the space with 
a little sparkle. 

+ A pair of plush, weatherproof wicker 
sofas (from Target!) and that recessed 
TV instantly turned this spot into the 
most inviting space in the house. 

+ Painting the railings, beams, and 
ceiling black actually made them less 
overbearing than they were in their 
original orange-brown finish. Now, the 
structural elements recede and allow 
the foliage and mountain views to take 
center stage. 
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BEFORE 

The combination of oversize rustic 
furniture, knotty pine walls, and tiny 
windows made the small space feel 
cramped, not cozy. 

AFTER 

+ Creating a “headboard” by 
upholstering the back wall with soft 
wool plaid fabric trimmed with 
nailheads helps maximize space. (The 
mattress and box spring are now 
supported by a simple metal frame.) 

+ A mix of textures— burlap lamp 
shades, a wooden chandelier, cotton 
ticking and gingham sheets, and leather 
initials— amplify the mountain cabin 
feel in a more subtle, sophisticated way. 

+ A coat of dark green paint on 
the walls and celling reinforces the 
room’s snug factor.

Use scraps of dough to make ’A 
teaspoon rounded balls of dough for 
the eyes. Lightly press two balls 
onto the top of each circle and place 
a whole almond on its side between 
them for the beak. Insert a choco- 
late chip in each dough ball to make 
the pupil. Use sunflower seeds to 
make the owls' toes. Overlap 3 sliced 
almonds on each side for wings. 

4 . Sake about 20 minutes, rotating 
baking sheets halfway through 
baking, until the edges of cookies are 
lightly golden. Let cool on baking 
sheet for about 5 minutes; transfer 
to a wire rack to coo! completely.
